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Tue attack on the Chartered Mercantile 
Bank by a band of thieves has certainly 


startled the community. Although 
there have been previous cases very 
similar to this, they were upon a small 
scale, and on houses outside the Settle- 
ments, or when within them the natives 
were the victims, But we suppose it 
never occurred to any resident that 
even the Northern rowdies, who are 
the boldest and most dangerous element 
in our commanity, would be daring 
enongh to attack a honse in the most 
central and exposed part of the Settle- 
ment, in a streot which is during 





daylight and for a few hours after- 


wards well filled with foreigners and 
natives. The Bank stands on the Bund 
facing the river, with one of the 
priucipal streets on one side, and tho 
Custom House within thirty feet 
or so, and is in fact in one of the 
most central positions in the Settle- 
ment. Aud although it was dark at 
the hour when the attack was made, 
many people were passing in front of 
the Bank, which is built on the line of 
the street, and, as one of the witnesses 
said at the enquiry in the Mixed Court, 
any one standing on the street could seo 
what was going on in the basement of 
the Bank, where the compradore and 
his assistants transact their business, 
One Chinese, a book-keeper, was en- 
gaged about seven o'clock in makiug 
up his accounts for the day, when three 
or four natives entered and spoke to him. 
Going away then, they soon returned 
with some others, and commenced their 
work, ‘The robbers were only able to 
secure a small booty, with which they 
retreated, the book-keeper following and 
giving the alarm. They fled quickly 
along the Bund, turned up a side street, 
and made their way into the Nanking 
Road, which is the busiest street in the 
foreign Settlement, being by far the 
most crowded route to the Chinese quat- 
ter and the Bubbling Well Road dis- 
tricts beyond, where there are scores 
of houses of residents. They fired off 
pistols all the way, turning evory now 
and then to give those who were follow- 
iug thom a barrel or two, and it seems 
likely that they would have got off 
altogether scot free had not a foreign 
Sergeant of police who was off duty 
heard the shots, and the whistling of the 
Chinese constables, At first Sergeant 
Smith thought the reports from the 
pistols were the noise of crackers, 
as others who beard them also sup- 
posed, but hasteniug forward he saw 
one of the gang firing two pistols at 
his pursuers. ‘The Sergeant ran in 
and grappled with one of these men 
whom he brought to the ground, and 
the fellow’s capture was made. Abont 
the sametime a Sikh policeman knocked 
the other down, who also was taken, 
The remainder of the band escaped 
into the darkness aud the uarrow lanes 
near that part of the Settlement, so that 
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out of a gang whose numbers have been 
variously stated at from seven to seven- 
teen or eighteen, only two were cap- 
tured. From the Bund, along the streets 
through which the thioves retreated is a 
distance of between a third aud a half 
of a mile, and the locality is in the heart 
of our business quarter, the Nanking 
Road being also our great thorough- 
fare and shop district. The streets were 
lighted by gas Jamps and the electric 
light, The thieves were armed with old 
fashioned cavalry pattern pistols or with 
pistols contrived out of the barrels of a 
smooth bore musket, and their ammuni- 
tion was bad. At least two foreigners, 
Mr. Cole aud Mr, Hoeflich, distin- 
guished thomselves by pursuing this 
band of raffians, who wero firing back 
on them as fast as thoir pistols could be 
loaded. They were of course perfectly 
unaware of the fuults in the weapons and 
the vartridges of the robbers, and one of 
them ‘received a slight injury from a 
ballet, which wo ave glad to kvow has 
done him no harm. We do not care 
to cominent now, on these features in 
this case in which the general public 
is most interested; the police arrange- 
ments, and the condition of the Force 
will we aresure bo thoroughly examined 
into by the Munivipal Council and the 
public will expect their early action. We 
may, however, notice that the presence 
of Moh and his band in the Settlement 
or the outskirts seems to have been quite 
unknown to the police, ‘The descrip- 
tion of him given by one of the enp- 
tured thieves is that of a man whose 
appearance would attract attention on 
our streets and in our neighbourhood ; 
and after three or four days’ residence 
among us or near us the police should 
have known where he had been living 
aud been ina position to identify him at 
once. Ifhe and his band lived in a boat 
on the Creek after their arrival, it must 
have been a hired boat, and a clue to 
them may bo found among the boat 
population. But we confess to have very 
little belief in the information given in 
the Mixed Court by the prisoners. But 
with the telegraph working to the 
principal places iu the province, a band 
like this, speaking a strange dialect, 
should have little chance of escape, 
especially if'a large reward were offered 
for their capture. And it would be 
worth 4 good sum to the community 
for them to be caught by the use of 
the telegraph. That would do much to 
deter other rascals of the same sort 
from trying their fortunes here. If a 
reward bas not been offered, and its 
amount telegraphed to every place in 
the province, through the native au- 
thorities, we think the community will 
consider some one seriously to blame. 














Tae owners of canals thought that th®Y 
were doomed when railways were in- 
vented, and great were the lamenta- 
tions over the expected decadence of 
‘the great works of Brindley aud his 
followers. Some canals were indeed 
abandoned in England when railways 
came in; some were bought up by the 
railway companies, and intentionally 
allowed to fall into disuse. Their utility 
it would be difficult to exaggerate ; it 
is calculated that one horse will drawa 
load of 100 tons in water, where he will 
hardly draw two tons on land. It 
would appenr that the earliest use of 
canals was for irrigating purposes, their 
employment for traffic having been an 
afterthought; however this be, their 
construction goes back far beyond the 
Christian era, Egypt and Assyria bear 
the palm of priority in canals; of the 
dates of the Assyrian canals we have 
no records; the great Egyptian canal 
which united the Nile to the Red Sea 
was dug, by the orders of Sesostris, 
fifteen handred years beforo Christ. The 
Grand Canal of China, up which a large 
portion of the tribute rice is conveyed 
to Peking to this day, is comparatively 
modern ; it was began in the seventh 
and finished in the ninth century of our 
era. The English have followed the 
Romans in being great caual-builders, 
and in England alone there are nearly 
3,000 miles of canals; while they sre 
continually pushed on in India, where 
the Ganges canal alone, when com- 
pleted, will have a length of 900 miles. 
The last thirty years have seen a great 
revival of caual-building all over the 
world, and while most of tho canals 
before that time were constracted for 
inland traffic in small boats, or for irri- 
gation, the work of recent years has 
been in the direction of sbip canals. 
It is the perfecting of the steamship 
that has made these great ship canals so 
valuable; so that the invention which 
it was once thought would make canals 
useless, bas in another form called them 
into renewed activity. Small ship canals 
were indeed built in Holland, to con- 
nect Amsterdam and Rotterdam with 
the sea, in the beginning of this cen- 
tury, but it was the genius of M. de 
Lesseps that gave the great impulse to 
the construction of ship canals. The 
idea of cutting through an isthmus 
with a waterway was not new when 
bé took up the Suez Canal; for a 
canal across the isthmus of Corinth 
was projected 600 years before Christ, 
and it was actually cut for half the 
distance by Nero. Now there is almost 
a rage for ship canals. In this ago 
of hurry and unrest, any means of 


it, has acted as a constant incentive to 
engineers and speculators. It is mo- 
rally certain that the Panama Canal 
will be finished by somebody, if not by 
the company presided over by M. do 
Lesseps. A large ship-canal is being 
made to connect the Baltic and the 
North Sea; another is projected to join 
the Atlantic and the Mediterranean 
across the south of France, The Straits 
of Malacca are to be avoided by steam- 
ers trading from Europe to China, by 
a canal across the isthmus cf Kraw, 
which will be a disagrecablo thing for 
Sirgapore; and it is even proposed to 
cut a ship-canal across Ireland, and so 
shorten the distance between Liver- 
pool and New York. Tho Manchester 
ship-canal is anothor great work which 
is temporarily under a cloud, but which 
will probably be undertaken before 
long; and then we shall probably see 
Shofficld setting about connecting her- 
self with the North Sea by a canal. 
In America, which is the natural field 
for great works of ongineering, great 
attempts are being made to bring the 
new cornfields of the West in direct 
communication with the sea by water. 
Tho Welland canal already, with its 
thirty-six miles of waterway, allows 
sea-going steamers of moderate size 
to come from the Lakes to the St. 
Lawrence; while the Erie canal, on 
the American side, has unfortunately a 
maximum depth of only seven feet, and 
is therefore only available for inland 
traffic. Bat the wheat-raisers of the 
West are feeling so strongly the com- 
petition of India, whose export trade 
has been stimulated 80 handsomely by 
the fall in silver, that they have it in 
contemplation to enlarge the Erie canal, 
and make it available for large ocean- 
going steamers, Choap as railroad 
transportation is in the States, water 
carriage is still cheaper, and the aim of 
the growers is to put their grain on 
board the steamer in the Lakes, and 
deliver it untouched in Liverpool. 
It is no light task that they propose, 
for the main line of the Erie canal, from 
Albany on the Hudson to Buffalo, is 
363 miles, and on this main line there 
are 84 locks, the total rise and fall 
being 692 feet. To enable the United 
States to continue to compete with 
other grain-growing countries in the 
markets of Europe, some step of this 
kiud must be taken. The shipping 
trade on the great lakes would be 
greatly stimulated by the adoption of 
the large steamers that would follow 
the creation of this great ship canal. 
The Western shippers would gain a 
double advantage; they would move 





shortening a voyage is eagerly grasped 
at, and the success of the Suez Canal 
in the face of the opposition of the 
country that makes the greatest use of 


their crops much more cheaply than at 
present, and they would get their goods 
from the Atlantic sea-board and from 
Europe more easily. Bates of actual 
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carriage Lave been so much reduced 
all over the world that the cost of 
transferring cargo from one vehicle to 
avother bas assumed a large place pro- 
portionally in the general expense: and 
the saving incurred when goods are 
put on board the steamer at Liverpool, 
and delivered untouched at Chicago, 
will be no small matter. Dreams of, 
the economist, like this, are being put 
into realisation every day. ‘The engineer 
is the most important factor nowadays 
in the world’s progress. It is one 
of the revenges that the whitligig of 
time brings iv, that canals, which 
railways were thought to have killed, 
have now risen up in renewed vigour, 
and are threatening their rivals success- 
fally. ‘The modern producer may adopt 
ina new sense the motto of Pindar, 
that there is “nothing better than 
water.”

‘Waew an Association sach as the Shang. 
hai Literary and Debating Sooiety lins 
drawn together from the most intel 
ligent and cultivated elements of » 
small community considerably nore 
than ove hundred members, its pro- 
ceedings, however nominally private, 
inevitably attract a notable degree of 
public interest. It is an open secret 
that the next question proposed for 
dobate deals with the desirability or the 
* reverse of enbmitting religious subjects 
to argumeut before public or private 
meetings, and it ie uo less generally 
known that the secession of certain 
clerical mombers on the ground that 
these eubjects are held opeu to argu- 
ment ie the immediate motive to the 
coming discussion, We way remark 
in passing that the rales of the Suciety 
expressly provide that there shall be 
no limitation on the questious that 
may be submitted, and therefore tho 
old members who, in deference to con- 
scientions scruples or to external pres- 
sure, have Intely exorcised their right 
to withdraw have no cause of com- 
plaint against the society itself, 
Tho public meetings at which reli- 
gious subjects have hitherto been dis- 
ongsed have always excited great interest 
and have been largely attended. Unfor- 
tunately the Inst subject so discussed, 
namely the connexion between religion 
and morale, which was undoubtedly the 
most important of all, was treuted on 
both sides in a way 60 perfanotory and 
unsatisfactory, aud the close of the 
dobate was macred by 80 much personal 
acrimony, that the society gained no 
repute from it, aud (he public no edifica- 
tion, Yet that omiueutly practical sub. 
joot may bo takon ns a typo of what 
we all stand most in need of onder. 
standing, aud no other could better 
illustrate the di utageous light in 
which Obristinnity is placed when ite 
professional advova'es leave the field to 
their opponents and to supporters whose 
life business debars them from attaining 
special knowledge of the difficulties 
whioh surround the intelligent accept~ 
nuoe of dogma, Honest but unskilled 
believers, of whom there ure very many, 
are by the secession of their clerical 
guides left much in the position of 
soldiers deserted by their officers 
in tho thick of an engagement.

For the proposition that God 
is Truth ia arrived at only as a deduce 
tion from the proposition that truth is 
among men @ moral quality, 
we mast first have reached a ce: 
tain stage of morality before we are 
intelligently influenced by a moral re- 
velation, Aud therefore the revelation 
depending for its acceptance on our 
recognition of its morality directs us 
exactly as and ouly so far ng wo are 
disposed to direct ourselves. Hence 
worality seems to be the basis upon 
which @ revelation may try to support 
itself, but without the moral sanction 
revelation is but wind.

In is probable that the beginnings of 
Socialism followed close on the spread 
of civilisation; at all events traces 
of it and of equality are found in 
very old works, M. Laveleye shows 
that Plato’s Republic is a Utopin of 
equal and that the ancient Jews 
made “ persistent protests against in- 
equality and tho most ardent aspira- 
tions after justice ;” and in the Gospels 
the snme levelling ideas are expressed 
in very fervid lnugunge, of which the 
Sermon on the Monnt is the most 
striking example. ‘The disciples at 
Jerusalem had all things in common, 
aud tho eurly Christiaus received the 

























nameof Milleuariaus because their hopes 
pointed to the uuiversal adoption of 
communiem, or, socialistic life. any uf 
the Fathers of the Church were ruled 
by the same spirit, which was some- 
times expressed with a fiereeness which

Modern Socialism owes 
terrible outburst of outraged human‘ 
the first French revolution. ‘The iden 
of “the people,” the multitudes who 
Inboured, bat who renped little of the 
fraits of their toil, thon took form; bat 
at first the socinlistic faith met with 
little neceptance, Subsequently, how- 
ever, the writings of Fourier and St, 
Frauce and of Owen in Eug- 
Inud enticed many of the industrinl 
clnases by their glittering and tempting 
theories. Towards the end of Owen's 
life a new school of Christian Svcialism 
appenred in England, of which F, D. 
Maurice, Kingsley nud a few less known 
men were the exponenta. Renders of 
“Alton Locke” must have gleaned 
something of its views and hopes, bat 
after attracting attention for a time, it 
almost disappenred from notice. It is 
however still in existewce under the 
samo designation, Bat the central iden 
of Sooinlivi was all the time expanding 
and making new converts, not only 
among working men but among the 
thonghtful and the wealthy. The ine 
creasing atrength of Trades Unionisu, 
the better wages and the greater con- 
sideration for the general condition of 
the people, did not satisfy the leaders 
of these coufederations, aud the fre- 
| quent occurrence of Inrge strikes some 
years ngo, led to an infusion of a 
vague kind of Socialism into the theories 
regatding the relations between capital 
and labour in Euglaud, Attempts were 
made to place these relations on a better 
footing ; one that would prevent the 
losses which masters and workmen in- 
curred from lock-outs and strikes. Oo- 
operation was tried, and with mach suc- 
cess, Since then all that is covered by 
the phrase Depression of Trade line, 
notwithstanding that the daily require 
ments of the labouring classes have been 
greatly cheapened, uudonbledly led to a 
very marked advance towards Socialiem,

opinions having tht colour, 

‘The most active of all the sovialistio 
associations in England is the Social 
Democratic Federation whose meets 
ings, processions nud bauners Uhrow 
west Loudon into & panic some months 
ago. Iie gospel is the Das Kapital of 
Karl Marx, and it looks for @ new 
world “presenting itself in industry ne 
co-operative communism, in politics as 
tioual republicanism and ii 
ion as wtheistio humanism.” It 
thus declares war against the strongest 
forces in modoru life, Railways, banks, 
land, are all to be appropriated, ap» 
parently without oompensation, as 
uothing is said about that, and tho 
National Debt is to be what is euphom- 
istically called “rapidly extinguished,” 
which the unenlightened interpret at 
repudiated, Wild as the main objets 
of this Federation may be, it appears 
to be growing in strength. We do nut 
accept the statements of Mr, W. Morris 
ov Mr, Hyndman on this head, bat it 
is fair to deduce from the expressed 
opinions of the leaders of 'I'rades 
Unionists who were formerly opposed 
to the Socialistio movement that ite 
tenets are gaining ground. Itseems to 
be the old story. A great deal bas 
been dove to improve every oundition of 
working people in England ; they have 
obtained a great share of political power, 
bat they want more of the good things 
of the world, It is fact proved by 
mauy instauces in history that the 
minsses of people have beon most rest 
less, aud persistent in their demands for 
reforms, and for further improvement 
of their condition after that had been 
brightened aud improved. It seems 
to be so now with the Trades Unions 
in England and there appears come 
reason to think that their leaders 
are compelled to advance towarda 
Socialism by an actual decline in the 
power of the Unions, It is said 
that the number of Unionists bave 
fallen from 1,300,000 to 500,000, 
that some of the most powerful socie- 
ties are short of faude, if uot in a worse 
case, and this ooudition is largely due 
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to its leaders having recently drawn 
nearer to the Capitalists, as select 
bodies have a teudency to do. This i 
held to account for the Socialism which 
was so marked a feature in the Addem 
of the late President of the Union Con- 
gress, for the applause with which it 
was received and the sympathy with 
the views which wns expressed by such 
comparatively moderate men as Mr. 
Bart, M.P. New idens, especially those 
such as the various forms of Socialism 
preach, are slow of growth among men, 
and it does not seem probable that th

THE CONDITIONS OF JAVA. 
‘Tue early dealings of the Dutoh with 
the princes and uatives of Java were 
ae disoreditable as those of any other 
European nation with weak orientals, 
‘They came to the Queen of the Ensteru 
Archipelago in 1596, and after mach 
treachery and bloodshed onptared the 
tive city of Jacatra, near which they 
founded Batavia, It took them nearly 
sixty years of porpetual warfare with 
the natives to establish themselves in 
largo territories and to become traders 
on an extensive sonle, But once they 
liad founded Batavia they showed the 
greatest enterprize in establishing com. 
morcinl relations, —whiok with thom 
menut trade monopolies—with every 
part of the Enst, ‘They sont em- 
assies to the Emperor of Chins, who 
would nob receive the delegates of 
the Governor-General of the Datch 
Enet Indies; and the story of the 
one of the most amusing 




















eigners with the rplers of this country. 
They ousted the Portuguese from 

au, and for nearly two centuries 
they oarried on at Decima the ouly 
foreign trade allowed by tho jealous 
Emporors under what were the meanest 
conditions on which Christian men ever 
consented to make movey, During all 
this time they where draining Java and 
her poople of money aud resources ; 
but their experience were uot always 
satisfactory. ‘hey had times of de- 
pression apparently as severe as those 
they are now suffering aud cortainly 
‘ag much complained about. From their 
first ocoupation of any part of the 
island, tho Chinese, who bad early com- 
mercial relations with it, were a trouble 
to them, from their constantly increasing 
nambers, their unraly temper and their 
addivgaore toaore anddriving 
ors out of trade. Everything 
that was good, that money could be made 
by, trade, moueylending, tax farming was 
in their bauds. The Datch therefore 
hold massacres now aud then of the 
Chinese; aud the Emperor 
anid it only served his subjects right, 
and wns tho pavishment of heaven ou 
his obildren who left their native laud, 
Daring the ocoupation by the British, 
great iniprovements in the relations of 
the Government to the natives were in- 


























troduced by Sir Stamford R-files, aud 
the contrast in the condition of the 
island wheu he left it, to what it had 
been before, had some influence 
dacing the Datch to adopt a milder an 
wiser system. It wis not autil 1830 
that they obtained possession of the 
whole islud, and about 1860 slavery 
was totally abolis 

Governmeut olaims the Inrger part 
of the land in Java, butan Agrarian Law 
ns been in existence for fifteen or 
sixteen years by which waste lands 
are obtainable by private persons on 
hereditary lenses for seventy-five yenrs ; 
and this Inw hus very grently incrensed 
agricalture and plauting in Java, aud 
the adjacent Dutch possessions. ‘There 
are now many private estates in West, 
aud mid Java, the former, at all 
events, being at least nomi the 
property of natives of the Netherlands. 
Up to 1882 the system by which Go- 
vornment aud private owners enforced 
ons day’s gratuitous work out of even 
from the Inbourers on their estates, 
remained in full operation, but in that 
year a payment of one guilder per head 
yenrly wassubstituted fur thegrenter part 
of these enforced services forthe Govern- 
ment, All the labour laws are rigorouly 
administered by the Dutch officinls, It 
may be that a considerable portion of the 
revenue was derived frow letting this 
enforced Inbour to private cul 
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bo detrimental to private planters, us 
thoy will probubly find the Inbourers 






regards wages 
ve been, but the 
abolition of the enforcement may, as 
when slavery was nbolisbed in our 
West Indian colonies, make the unt 
work ouly for their actual wants, T' 
cullure system was for many yenrs the 
pride of Datchmen in the Enst. When 
English and other Colonies were r 
ing their owners, Java was a source of 
immense wealth to tho mother country, 
and to her own planters, while the 
natives were contented and prosperous. 
The Dutch system of colonizing was 
held up as an example to England, and 
there is no doubt that it was founded 
on ® common sense view of what would 
make the islaud pay. 

‘The Datch have wn ancient love for 
monopolies, aud Kings and people have 
always liked to have shares in them. 
Accordingly Willem I was oue of the 
largest shareholders in The Neder- 
Inndsche Handel Maatechappij, which 
that portion of the export trade 
on account of the Government, 
and was the meaus by which the culture 
system was introduced and carriod on; 
aud for nt least fifty years it ronpod 
large profits from the prosperity which 
was thereby conferred on tho island, 
When this Company found the capital 
for this system it was appointed sole 
agent for exporting the produce of the 
colony, aud selling it in Europe. If 
this latter mouopoly only secures to the 
Company the sale of all the produce which 
goes to the Netherlands, the privilege 
must be # moat valuable ous, for we 


























find that ont of total exports of the 
value of 193,000,000 guilders or 
£16,000,000,—four fifths went to the 
mother country in 1884, ‘The total 
export of sugar in Unt yeur was of the 
value of about £2,900,000, which 
showed a shrinknge of £870,000 from 
the figures of 1883, aud of £600,000 
from those of 1882, During theso 
yenrs the ocffee planters have saffered 
much, partly from the enme causes which “ 
have operated against cultivators and 
merchants in other places, but chiefly, 
from a destructive leaf disenso, In tho 
case of Jaya, all these evils have been 
aggravated by tho fixed value of tho 
guilder, w coutrivance for regulating 
the money market apon which Datoh 
financiers prided themselves greutly for 
many years, aud to which wo lntely 
referred.

THE AMERICAN MINISTER'S DESPATCHES 
FROM CHINA, 

‘Tue Inst volume of the “ Foreign Relne 
tions of the United States” contains the 
despatches of the Minister at Peking 
to the Secretary of State from the 12uh 
December 1884 to the 51h of November 
1885. The series opens with a woll 
desorved reference to the bravery shown 
at Foochow by the Chinese students 
who were educated in American, This 
covered a letter which Mr, Russell 
Young Ind addressed to tho Foreign 
Office at Peking, in which he eulos 
gized the fortitude of these young 
men, and expressed his hope that the 
Chizeso Goverument would again and 
at the proper time consider the ques» 
tion of seuding another group of 
students to America, The Yaméu 
after reoapitulating the substance of Mr. 
Young’s eloquent despatch, dryly ro- 
tuarked—the object of sending students 
abrond to study is to prepare them 
for the service of China when called 
upon and the question of the despatch of 
other students to America required the 
sanction of the Emperor, In his uext 
despatch to Mr. Bayard the Minister is 
apprehensive that, as the war with 
France if long continued would have as 
an immediate result the development of 
tea calture in India, China might there- 
by loge the tea trade as the Southern 
States lost the cotton trade during the 
civil war. The conclasion of peace a for 
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months afterwards proved thisapprehen 
sion to be groundless, Following that 
despnich is one of the 20th of January 
Inst year, in which Mer. Young for- 
warded » copy of a despatch from the 
United States Consul at Canton, cover- 
ing translations of placards calculated to 
inflame the natives against missionaries; 
and also, 8 copy of # Protest by the 
Protestant Missionaries of Canton, This 
dexpntch ina very nble and well written 
document, in which the whole missionary 
question in Chinn is considered, and 
the rights of the body under exist- 
ing treaties aroexamined, Mr, Young 
shows that the treaties emphatienlly 
afiicm the daty of the Emperor of China 
to protect Christ missionaries nnd 
converte——n duty which the ndvisers 
of the Throne seem now to be recognis- 
ing—and in one paragraph he puts 
the position and prospects of missionary 
Inbours in this country in a eynionl 
way. He says: So far as I on 
fee, converla vome from the humbler 
cliusee, Tam gradually coming to the 
n that there are a few instances 
muveraion if not nasooialed with 
fa sentiment of self rest, ‘The mis- 
sionary does not come simply with w 
Bible in his hands, He brings other 
brend thon the Bread of Life, He 
looke after the sick, he takes the maimed 
and the halt into ® hospital and nurses 
them, He strives to avert pestilence 
and famine. ‘The children are taken 
into schools, which practically menus, 
shelter, clothing and food. ‘The pious 
women at the mission stations have 
access to Chinese homes and gradually 
establish a practionl influence of a 
domestic character in Chinese family 
life. In country so populous and 
80 poor, with the dread of famine ever 
present; where the question of mere 
subsistence for millions is paramount ; 
where food and shelter are chief con- 
siderations; where even olothing is a 
seooudary matter, @ propaganda which 
not ouly offers food and shelter, but 
medivine aud counsel and friendly aid, 
caunot but advance. I see no other 
way in which advancement is possible, 
Naturally, however, it is only the 
poor, the very poor, who are converted.” 
‘Thielast statement,as everybody knows, 
is open to correction. 

The objections of the Chinese to 
Ausrican pilots serving board 
Freveb meu-of-war during the troubles 
between the two nations having been 
wubwitted to the Secretary of State, he 
replied that the United States cannot 
prevent its cilizeus out of its jurisdic- 
tion from joining in hostile movements 
against foreign States ; but they do so 
at their own risk aud peril.

The disease commences with a slight 
derangement of the stomach, but, if neg- 
lected, it in time involves the whole frame, 
embracing the kidneys, liver, pancreas, and 
in fact the entire glandular system; and 
the afllicted drags out a miserable existence 
until death gives relief from suffering.

‘These various symptoms may not be present 
at one time, but they torment the sufferer 
in turn as the dreadful disease progresses. 
If the case be one of long standing, there 
willbe a dry, hacking cough, attended after 
atime by expectoration.

As 
the liver and kidneys become more and 
more diseased, rheumatic pains appear, 
and the usual treatment proves entirely 
unavailling against the latter agonising dis- 
order, The origin of this malady is in- 
digestion or dyspepsia, and a small quantity 
of the proper medicine will remove the 
disease if taken in its incipiency. It is 
most important that the disease should be 
promptly and properly treated in its first 
stages, when a little medicine will effect a 
cure, and even when it has obtained a 
strong hold the correct remedy should be 
persevered in until every vestige of the 
disease is eradicated, until the appetite has 
returned, and the digestive organs are re- 
stored to a healthy condition.
